The Extent of the Universe. 


Since the beginning of this century, 


our ic'lea of the universe has under 
;one 
a complete metamorphosis, 


though but few persons appear to 
recognize this fact. Less than a cen- 
tury ago, the savants who admitted 
[he earth's motion (some still rejected 
it) pictured to themselves the system 
of the universe as being bounded by 
:he frontier of Saturn's orbit, at a dis- 
tance from the central sun equal to 
109,000 times the diameter of the 
earth, or about 860,000,000 miles. 
The stars were fixed, spherically riis- 
;ribnted, at a distance but a little 
jreater than tbat of Saiurn. Beyond 
;his limit a vacant space was supposed 
x> surround the universe. 
The dis- 


covery of Uranus, in 17SO, did away 
it once with this belt, consisting of 
Saturn's orbit and the frontier of so- 
ar domination was pushed out to a 
distance of 1,900,000,000 miles from 
he center of the system, that is to 
say, beyond the space which was 
vaguely supposed to be occupied by 
';he stars. The discovery of Neptune, 
n 1846, again removed these limits to 
a distance that would have appalled 
our fathers; the orbit described by 
this planet being 2,862,000,000 miles 
"rom the sun. 


But the attractive force of the sun 


extends farther still. Beyond the or- 
>it of Uranus, beyond tha dark route 
slowly traversed by Neptune, the fri- 
[id wastes of space are traveled over 
>y the comets in their erratic courses. 
3f these, some being controlled by 
,he sun, do not leap from system to 
system, b«t move in closed curves, 
hough at distances far greater than 
hose of Uranus and Neptune. Thus 
-{alley's comet recedes to a distance 
of 3,200,000,000 miles from the sun; 
,he comet of 1811, 
36,000,000,000; 


and that of 1880, 
75,000,000,000. 


The period of the last-named comet is 
8,800years.—Popular fcience Monthly.

rave endeavors, they will often be 
lemsclves astonished at the success 
f their endeavors.

TO BE KNOCKED DOWN, 


The fiat of the Regents has gone 


forth, and the Brayton property will 
no donlit soon pass into other hands. 
They advertise to sell it on the 19th 
of September, at public auction, 
which short time possesses almost a 
spiteful air. It was hoped that this 
land would be kept for the good of 
tie University, but, perhaps, we were 
mistaken. The Regents are more 
noted for their "business** qualifica- 
tions than general accomplishments, 
so perhaps they know best what to do 
with the fine property under consid- 
eration. Personality having consti- 
tuted the governing principle of the 
Board, it might be that personal 
wishes are to be gratified in this hasty 
disposition of the Brayton estate. It 
would seem that such a fine property 
would bring a third more at private 
sale, if it must be sold, than to knock 
it down to the highest bidder. Per- 
haps the ruling element of the Re- 
gents wants to get personal posses- 
sion of it. and realize handsomely on 
the turn. At all events, this move 
bears jobbery if not robbtry on the 
very face of it, and we will also see 
what we'll see. Perhaps this is Gil 
man's plan of inducing the wealthy— 
like Michael Reese—to make dona- 
tions to the University. 


SOVE one said the other day that a 


few first-class funerals would benefit 
the State very much, in speaking of 
the large monopolists of the land in 
Sacramento valley. The principle 
can have more local application as 
well. We have frequently thonghl 
that if Brayton Hall were to burn 
down, or something happen it where- 
by a theater building could be made 
to take its place, Oakland would have 
reason to be thankful. If the Re- 
gents go on and sell the entire Bray- 
ton property, it may result in some 
good—it may result in the entire rid- 
danceof that creaky old barn. Wheth- 
er we are ever to have anything bet 
ter for our amusement resort, re- 
mains to be seen. There is just a 
gleam of hope. 


OUR local Board of Education has 


had its attention directed to purchas- 
ing iome of the Brayton property, for 
echool purposes. It is not unlikely 
that some arrangement could have 
been made with the Regents, subject 
to the^ action of the next Legislature, 
whereby the public school department 
could have secured some mucli need- 
ed real estate in the northeast portion 
of the city. Whether an attempt has 
been made to act on this suggestion 
we do not know; whether it is too 
late now, we cannot say. The Re- 
gents hare gone on with improve- 
ments in Berkeley without authority, 
taking the chances of the approval oi 
the Legislature. 
The Board of Edu- 


cation could have acted accordingly

FEES AND SALARIES. 


Formerly the county officers of Ala- 


meda county received as compensn- 
.ion for their valuable services certain 
lees prescribed by law. The last 
Legislature attached definite salaries 
;o each of tho offices, anil provided 
that tho fees should go into tlie coun- 
y treasury. ^Vheii the officers dc- 
lendod on fees for their pay, the "fee 


l" was nn object of Uuir deepest 


solicitude, mid nuy reduction by the 
Legislature met with the hearty con- 
demnation and curliest opposition of 
the "servants of the people." 
This 


was all changed when the salary bill 
passed; then the county officers didn't 
care how much the fees were reduced. 


Under the fee system some of the 


officials received as high as seven or 
eight thousand dollars per aunnin; 
and nearly any of them after a four 
years' term might with moderate 
economy have retired with a fair 
foundation for a fortune. 


Under the salary bilj, the highest 


compensation received by any officer 
is $i,500. 


Of course, the salary bill is not 


popular with the officials; they natu- 
rally prefer the fee system. Hence if 
the salary system can be. broughtiuto 
disrepute, the office holder's heart 
will be made glad. , 


One provision o£ the salary bill ih 


decidedly bad, find is likely to defeat 
the very object which the law was in- 
tended to accomplish—a reduction of 
the expenses of the county govern- 
ment. 


After prescribing the salaries of the 


officers and deputies, the law very un 
wisely provides that upon the affida- 
vit ol any officer that additional help 
is required by him, the Board of Su- 
pervisors shall have authority to grant 
the needed assistance. This leaves a 
fine opening for abuses, which is ap- 
parently being taken advantage of. 


The Sheriff is allowed 84,500; oue 


under-Sheriff at 81,500; oue deputy 
at $900, and one jailor at S780. When 
the Sheriff received the fees of the 
office, he performed all the duties 
with the assistance of an uu<ler-Sh»r- 
iff at a salary not to exceed 81,500 
per annum. 
During the last two 


months the Sheriff has been calling 
for more help from the Supervisors 
tmtii, as we hear it stated, he has had 
six deputies. Whether they are all 
under pay at the present time we 
know not. There is not the least 
doubt that this extra help was en- 
tirely unnecessary and ought not to 
have been allowed. 


The Recorder's office provides an- 


other example. The Recorder re- 
ceives $3,000; one deputy at $1,500, 
and one deputy at 81,200. When the 
Recorder received fees, his office was 
ran with this help; but now we find 
him asking additional help. Of course 
the Board of Supervisors allow the 
requisition without inquiring into 
the necessity therefor. 


Our attention was called ye.sterday 


to the application of the Recorder for 
an additional copyist for an indefi- 
nite period, which, was allowed. In 
this instance the indications are that 
it is necessary thatthe county should 
provide for Supervisor Shattuck's 
relatives even if the salaried deputies 
have to go a fishing. 


The matter of extra help ought hot 


to *be left discretionary with the 
Board of Supervisors, because it is 
such an easy thing to impose upon 
that body, the members of which do 
not seem to feel any individual re- 
sponsibility in such affairs. 


ELECT Mr. 0. H. Burnham Super 


visor and the abuses which arc being 
perpetrated upon the salary law 
stop. One good, energetic, fearless 
man in the Board could put a stop to 
nil that unnecessary expenditure for 
help. 
Mr. Burnham is the man 


needed for that position; and with 
him in the Board, Shattuck will find 
it more difficult to make nn Infirmary 
for his relations out of tho Recorder's 
office than at present, no matter what 
his business relations with tho Re- 
corder may be. 


THE San Francisco postmaster is 


an enterprising, progressive cuss. 
Col. Coey is going to send out some 
clerks to meet tho overland train- 
meet it at Stockton, perhaps—to dis- 
tribute the mails after the manner, 
we suppose, of Wells, Fargo & Co.'s 
express, so that the work in the office 
will be anticipated several hoars. It 
is expected that this will enable the 
people and press of the metropolis to 
get all their letters and exchanges the 
night of their arrival by said train. 


WHEN a person is found gnilty of

Case in Brooklyn for tile Scien-

"A. communication was received 


Torn James Barrou calling the atten- 
tion of the Academy of Science to the 
shell-mounds near Saucelito, aud (id- 
vising that arrangements be mode 
for opening them." So says the re- 
port of a. late meeting of the Acade- 
my of Sciences. The item doesn't 
state what 
kind of shells those 


mounds contain. Anyhow, it reminds 
us of an item in the shell line, un- 
earthed lately at Brooklyn, by the 
Contra Costa Water Company, while 
digging a trench for a main on Adams 
avenue, or East Fourteenth street. 
The cashier of the company informs 
us that the shells in this case ure 
those of the oyster. 
How they got 


up so iar from tide water, perhaps 
the men of science can tell. Quite a 
pile of them, and pretty well pre- 
served, has been cut through there 
at a depth of several feet from the 
surface, and that they were put there 
by other than natural causes, there 
can be no doubt. Perhaps Dr. New- 
comb will take up the case while the 
matter is fresh. He is doubtless the 
best posted on the conchological— 
the[archreological-but space forbids 
us from vouchsafing farther informa- 
tion on the subject to a benighted 
public.
